The proposal would affect thou- 
sands of draftees and enlistees who 
entered service on or after Aug. 
1955, the date the Reserve 
Forces Act of 1955 became law. 
Under RFA, individuals are re- 
quired to serve actively in the 
Ready Reserve for a varying num- 
ber of years, depending on the 
amount of active duty they have, 
There is a chance—a very 
one—that Defense will not require 
the prior-service men to serve in 
Reserve units at all. 

The Army, however, has indi- 
cated it wants the men in units 
where they will do the most good 
to the. Reserves. : 
The best guess is that the total 
length of time they will be re- 
quired to serve in units will be 
reduced by one year. 

Currently, two-year draftees are 
slated for three years of partici- 
pating Reserve duty, followed by 
one year in. the Standby Reserve. 
If Defense approves the new plan, 
they will have to serve only two 
years in the Ready Reserve and 
two more in the Standby Reserve. 
Three-year enlistees, now sched- 
uled for two years in Reserve 
units and two more in the Standby 
Reserve, would have to serve only 
one year in the Ready Reserve, 
followed by two'in the Standby. 

Four-year Regular Army en- 
listees would have no participating 
Reserve obligation at all. They 
would complete their obligation by 
serving two years in the Standby 
Reserve. They now are obliged to 
serve in the Ready Reserve for 
one year. 

Defense is reportedly studying 
the reduced-obligation proposal as 
a result of its decision to cut the 
size of the Army Reserve while it 
raises its level of training. 

Defense has found that in carry- 
ing out its plans, it has to tighten 
its training requirements for new 
enlistees, particularly in the Army 
National Guard and the Marine 
Corps Reserve. Defense also wants 
to give basic training to Reserv- 
ists over age 18%. Under the 
present setup, only Reservists be- 
tween 17 and 18% can take such 
training.

NEW YORK. — “Vasarolo Koz- 
tont.” That is what the sign above 
the door says. And to thousands 
of refugee Hungarians at Camp Kil- 
mer, N. J., it means a place where 
they know they can find candy, 
shoe polish, towels, hosiery and 
socks, and other “luxuries.” 

For the sign means “Shopping 
Center,” that is as close as the 
translators can get in translating 
post exchange into Hungarian. 

The exchange operation at Kil- 
mer is a marvel, considering the 
haste with which it was established. 
On the Thursday before Thanks- 
giving, Lt. Col. Ernest A. Schleu- 
der, Fort Dix exchange officer, was 
instructed to have two exchanges 
open for business on the following 
Monday morning—one for the ref- 
ugee Hungarians and one for the 
support troops which were being 
moved in to man the camp. 

Manufacturers were contacted; 
trucks began to roll from Fort Dix, 
50 miles away, loaded with tooth- 
paste, candy, and other necessity 
items; equipment was moved in 
and installed; and on Monday morn- 
ing the job was done. Merchandise 
was on the shelves, and Hungarian 
speaking salesclerks, recruited 
from nearby New Brunswick, were 
behind the counters. The ex- 
change was in business.

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Report on Prisoners 


HE REPORT on Communist “interrogation, indoctrina- 
tion and exploitation” of American prisoners of war 
in Korea, just published by the McClellan investigating com- 
mittee of the Senate, contains little that is new in the way 
of facts. Most details of Communist methods and prisoner 
Wehavior were made known in the Army report of May 1956, 
the research of George Washington University’s Dr. Julius 
' Segal, the studies of Dr. Herman J. Sanders, of the Air 
Force, and other Defense Department documents. 

What is new and, we think, important about the report 
is the point it makes on brainwashing and Communist 
methods. 

The point is simply that the Reds possess no new or re- 
markable techniques of psychological manipulation. Their 

- methods are based on theories familiar to all who work in 
psychology. The report makes it clear that the Communists 
foster the idea that their techniques are strange and that 
no ene can hold out against them. The subcommittee felt 
“that the aura of mystery and fear which has been associated 
with Communist methods of interrogation and indoctrination 
is in itself a major factor in its effectiveness.” 

Making clear this realization that Red methods can 
be both understood and withstood is the main burden of the 
report and it is therefore a document of considerable value. 
We think this ‘is something the Defense Department has not 
stressed nearly enough in instructing its men in uniform. 

The subcommittee’s recommendations—that a resolution 
be made to the UN, setting forth the facts on maltreatment 
of prisoners, and that schools be required to teach more U.S. 
history—are a bit belated. An effort has already been made 
to acquaint the UN with the facts; and community leaders 
are trying to give better pre-service training in American 
fundamentals. 

The report’s criticism of the services, mainly the Army, 
for not having properly trained the treops for their ordeal 
also lacks immediate point. As for the future, Defense 
has had a new training program in effect for more than a 
year and a new educational program, “Battle for Liberty,” 
has just been announced. 

But other points in the report are worth noting: 

@ Two pages of the report are taken up with the story of 
Air Force Capt. Theodore Harris, a most singular man. Shot 
down in Korea and badly burned about the head, Capt. Harris 
stood up to all the enemy could dish out. Far from breaking, 
he wore out. his interrogators. He was in solitary confine- 
ment almost all the time he was in Korea and was subjected 
to nearly every kind of pressure the Communists use. Once, 
when a guard goaded him, he broke the man’s nose. For this, 
he was put in a box, 30 by 30-inches, for 16 hours, with the 
Reds pounding on the lid continually. When he came out he 
could not walk and his mind was dazed. But he never cracked. 
@ The Turkish and Colombian troops are commended in 
the report for not collaborating with the Communists. From 
everything we've heard about them, the Turks appear to have 
a splendid military organization. Their behavior as pris- 
oners apparently was: the result of two things: excellent 
discipline and high esprit de corps. 

@ It would seem we could learn something from them, for, 
in the end, what was.most shocking about the behavior of our 

@wn prisoners in Korea was not that men cracked under 
torture or questioning, or even that many went over to the 
enemy’s side, but that our men did not stick together. The 
two most shocking sentences in this report are these: 

“During this time, because of the great care they took 

of one. another, no Turk died: During this same period, 

there was a relatively high percentage of deaths among

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Air Force Association has

I CAN REMEMBER four years

Hunting Permits 

FORT DEVENS, Mass.:,I am 
writing in regards to AR. 210-221, 
6 Nov. 1956, subject: “Development 
and Conservation of Wildlife on 
Military Reservetions.” 

Paragraph 6e restricts command 
ers of military installations from 
issuing a hunting or fishing per- 
mit te military, personnel unless: 
they possess a valid-state or county’ 
hunting or fishing license of the 
state the military. installation is 
located. = . 

Citing the state of Massechusetts, 
for example, a sporting license for 
both hunting and fishing costs . 
$5.25; the same for a serviceman’s 
dependent. This amounts to $10.50 
per year for a serviceman and his 
wife to hunt and fish on a military 
reservation. 

An additional license is required 
for any children from 15 to 18, 
cost of $3.50. ; 

As you cen see, it could easily 
cost a serviceman with one child 
$14 per year for the privilege of 
hunting or fishing. During the 
course of the year, if he has a 
change of station and is assigned 
in a state that charges servicemen 
for a state license, he must again 
re-license himself and family to 
enjoy the sport. " 

What benefits will the military 
installation derive from the state? 

It has been my experience all 
states do not contribute funds 
necessary for restocking fish and 
game on a military installation, 
This restocking normally is a 
project of sporting clubs located 
on almost all Army posts. The re- 
stocking and rehabilitetion of 
streams and ponds is carried on by 
these clubs so that hunting and 
fishing can be enjoyed by person- 
nel located on military installa- 
tions. 

In view of this AR ‘it will con- 
tribute to non-participation in 
these sports by the lower pay 
grades. These sports have always 
provided relaxing recrection on 
military installations and aid in- 
curtailing off-post activities. and 
aid the health, morale and welfare 
of the individual concerned. -

New Retailers’ Fight Brewing

Against Post Exchange Sales 


WASHINGTON.—A new storm is gathering on Capitol Hill for the 85th Gungress that 
may well go against the services—unless some mighty stfong support in behalf of the post 


exchanges is forthcoming. 


Advance word that the Defense 
Department would ask Congress to 
ease restrictions on exchange oper- 
ations, has already drawn the ire 
of the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association (NRDGA) which has a 
membership made up of 8100 de- 
partment stores. 

This the stage has already been 
set for another Congressional 
showdown of the type which ended 
in a 1949 “gentlemen’s agreement” 
as to the extent of service ex- 
change operations. 

Defense Department would like 
to.add a few items to the lines car- 
ried in the exchanges. The prices 
of items now carried are not al- 
ways lower than prevailing prices 
in the neaPby communities but the 
grade is always of the best. The 
facilities of the exchanges are lim- 
ited to active duty and retired per- 
sonnel, with certain civilian em- 
ployees living on the installations 
enjoying some restricted _privi- 
leges.

AS SOON as word got out that 
the Defense Department would 
seek to enlarge the “buys” offered 
in the exchanges, John C. Hazen, 
NRDGA vice president for inter- 
governmental affairs, said that his 
group, and the department stores 
individually, would inform every 
member of the House Armed Serv- 
ices committee that the plan would 
be detrimental to the retail indus- 
try. 

According to Mr. Hazen, the pro- 
posal as advanced by the Defense 
Department would “convert the 
exchanges into full line depart- 
ment stores and open the way for 
eventual removal of all existing 
restraints on exchange  opera- 
tions.” 

Speaking for his organization, 
and promising a _ strong fight 
against the proposal, Mr. Hazen 
said that the stores oppose the 
plan because the items involved 
do not fit the criteria of conveni- 
ence and necessity. 

So, look for a “knock down drag 
out” fight in the 85th Congress 
over the proposal,

A chain of volcanoes like the 
jagged spine of a dinosaur cuts 
through Central America. The 
highest ones,’ in Costa Rica, give 
that country its nickname, “Swit- 
zerland of the Americas.” Irazu, a 
reformed ‘killer, towers 11,322 feet 
above sea level, higher than many 
of the Alps. 

One can drive to the rim of 
frazu for a look into the zewesome 
abyss, and both the Atlantic and 
the Pacific can be ‘seen from the 
top on a clear morning. Lush daisy- 
studded. pastures spread within a 
hundred yards of the barren crater. 
The crystal air.quivers to the tones 
of bells hung round the cows’ 
necks, and the shouts of red- 
cheeked vequeros. You lean over 
tto look at the clouds floating 
around your feet.

FOR THOSE who prefer to 
watch a volcano on the job, Izalco, 
the celebrated “Lighthouse of the 
Pacific” in El Salvador, puts on a 
performance-every 10 or 20 min- 
utes round the clock. From a 
grandstand ‘seat on an adjacent 
mountainside 500 feet away, it’s 
possible to read-a newspaper by 
the glare of Izalco’s flames. l- 
though 28 miles inland, the vol- 
cano is a beacon to Pacific navi- 
gators. 

Without any Atlantic Coast, El 
Salvador is the least known to 
North Americans of éll the Cen- 
tral American republics. A stert- 
ling surprise are the Pacific 
beaches. They’re black. The _ vol- 
canic sand and the turquoise sea 
are a dramatic combination. Cen- 
tral American resorts are all on 
the Pacific,-and the game fishing 
is among the best in the world.

capitals with one exception —

one above another.

HONDURAS also boasts-some of 
the most important relics of west- 
ern antiquity, the Ruins of Copan, 
ancient capital of the Mayas. These 
elaborately carved remains, dating 
back to the Fourth Century and 
rivaling these of Egypt in gran- 
deur, are 85 miles from Teguci- 
galpa. 
Copan was in ruins centuries be- 
fore the Spaniards came. They 
wrote about it from hearsay, as did 
subsequent historians until a young 
American diplomat hacked his way 
in with a mechete and actually ex- 
posed the jungle-enshrouded ruins 
in 1839. To guarantee non-inter- 
ference, he bought the whole 15- 
acre site for $50. Today Las 
Ruinas are a mecea for ,archaeol- 
ogy experts from all parts of the 
world.

Army Returns More Land 
To Japanese Government 


ZAMA, Japan. — More than 
400,000 square feet of property 
was returned to the Japanese gov- 
ernment by Army units during 
November, Headquarters Army 
Forces Far East and Eighth U.S. 
Army (Rear) announced. 

Land totalling 330,782 square 
feet and 82,637 square feet of 
building floor space were included 
in the 413,419 square feet of 
property returned. 

The largest single release made 
during the month took place on 
Nov. 21 when Meiji.Garage in 
Minato-ku, Tokyo-to was returned. 
Included in this release were 191,- 
832 square feet of land area and 
26 buildings comprising 50,373 
square feet of floor space. 

Ten of the buildings included 
in the Meiji Garage property were 
original. Ten others were construc- 
ted under a termination of war 
contract. The remaining six were 
built by, the United States. 

Nearly 90,000 square feet of 
land areas was returned to the 
Japanese ——— on Nov: 30 
with the turnback of Leyte Courts 
in Yokohama. Included were two 
buildings with 959 square feet of 


space. 

Land totaling 21,390 square feet 

was returned in the Chiba Depen- 

dent Housing Area in Central 
Honshu on Nov. 14.

for all units at Redstone Arse- 
nal soared to more than $60-million 
in 1956—50 percent greater than 
last year. 

Total employment at the installa- 
tion climbed by about 3500 during 
the year, from 8700 to 12,200, it 
was announced this week by 
arsenal officials. 

Gross payroll for the calendar 
year was estimated at $60,100,000, 
compared to $39,960,114 in 1955. 
This figure includes salaries paid 
federal (civil service and military) 
employees and contractor person- 
nel. 

The biggest share of the payroll 
—$46-million—went to civilian em- 
ployees of Redstone Arsenal, the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency and 
the Ordnance’ Guided Missile 
School, which are the three main 
activities on the post. The second 
largest part, $8,400,000, went to 
the military personnel, numbering 
more than 2000, of the three organi- 
zations. 

The two principal contractors, 
Thiokol Chemical Corp. and Rohm 
and Haas Chemical Co., paid their 
employees about $5,700,000. To- 
gether these two units employ 
some 1300 people.

A SPOKESMAN pointed out 
that the sizeable increase in per- 
sonnel and payroll was because of 
the establishment of the new Army 
Ballistic Agency, plus a general ex- 
pansion program at Redstone 
Arsenal. ABMA was formed last 
February and now employs some 
3400 civilians, aside.from military 


personnel. Redstone Arsenal’s 
civilian workers number about 
5100. 


While the overall payroll in- 
creased by 50 percent during 1956, 
the total personnel jumped by only 
40 percent. Reason for this dif- 
ference is that most: of the new 
employees are in higher salary 
brackets such as are found in the 
scientific and professional fields. 

The economic importance of this 
installation to Huntsville and the 
North Alabama area is further 
emphasized by a recent report that 
more than $20-million in construc- 
tion is now under way on the post. 
In addition, several millions of 
dollars worth of construction is in 
the planning stage.

System recently opened a new = 
and important communications link 
between the U.S. and the growing 
Territory of Alaska. As illustrated 
at the right, the new cable 
stretches 1262 miles (1096 nautical 
miles) from Port Angeles, Wash., 


to Skagway, Alaska. 

The cable system represents two 
major projects—one by the Long 
Lines Dept. of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., the other 
by the Alaskan Communications 
System, which is operated by the 
Signal Corps. 

The A. T. & T. cable system ex- 
tends from Port Angeles to Ketchi- 
kan, a distance of about 900 miles. 
Twin cables, containing built-in 
amplifiers, lie in the ocean depths 
off the coast between the two 
points. These cables were placed 
by the cableship Albert J. Myer. 

The ACS cable, which covers the 
400 miles between Ketchikan and 
Skagway, is a single submarine 
cable stretching along the inland 
waterway on 112 southern coast of 
Alaska. 

The system took over two years 
‘to build. It can carry 36 conversa- 
tions at one time and will be used 
to supplement the radiotelephone 
and land line facilities that have 
been operating between the States 
and Alaska since 1937. The cable 
can also be used to transmit radio 
broadcasts.

66QARGE, don’t you feel prosperous?” I asked yesterday 
of that monetary, military marvel who has the scowl 
of Andrew Carnegie, the paunch of J. Pierpont Morgan and 
the dime-tipping habits of John D. Rockefeller. 

“Preposperous!” he snorted in a snort that bid fair to blow the 
wall down. “Did you say prosperous? If I was three cents poorer 
I'd be picked up for vagrancy. I’m in debt up te my ears with my 
bald spot expectin’ tp go under momentarily. If I could only bum 
carfare I'd take the next trolley to the poorhouse. Prosperous! 
Sonny, if Congress don’t declare a morrytorium on all installment 
payments to Sears Roebuck an’ Montgomery Ward, I’m goin’ to cash 
in my deposit bottles, pay up a breakage bill resultin’ from my ex- 
ooberant New Year’s at the Sergeant’s Club, an’ declare myself bank- 
Tupt.” 








“IN VIEW of such a tale of woe, I’m rather reluctant to pursue 
the subject. But the fact is that with all data in for 1956 and all 
projections made for 1957, we — and I speak collectively for Amer- 
ica and Americans — are in the middle ofthe nation’s greatest boom- 
time. For example —” 

“Speakin’ collectively for me an’ myself — an’ not to mention 
my Eskymoo friends what share my opinion — I don’t think you 
know what the hell you’re talkin’ about. What we’re in the middle 
of is a buildup for the biggest letdown since one of Mrs. Miller’s 
straps broke last year while she was bein’ interviewed in New York.

“Sarge, you’re thinking 1929 can happen again. Admittedly, 
the present record-breaking industrial expansion, the growing volume 
of stock transactions and bountiful per capita national income are re- 
mindful of pre-crash days. But now watchdogging the economy we 
have the FRS — Federal Reserve System — raising re-discount rates, 
the FDIC to guarantee against bank failures, and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, or SEC, keeping a sharp eye on margin buying 
and shaky, runaway stocks. The Depression can’t happen again.”

“PEOPLE HAD that idea back in ’29, me along with ’em. I in- 
vested in a Pennsylvania oil company what was goin’ to set up a 
rig on Market Street or in Shibe Park or some such place. Two weeks 
later the company folded neater’n a Simmons bed, leavin’ me on the 
verge of bankruptcy an’ nervous prostration both. ’Course, I’d borry- 
ed money to make the investment which is one of the two things 
people start doin’ once the idea that everybody can be rich gets in 
their heads. The other is credit buyin’. 

“Them are the two golddust twins what cleaned out the national 
cash box before an’ they’re monkeyin’ aroun’ it again.

“But the best, economic thinking believes that borrowing and 
credit buying help keep money in circulation and pose no threat to 
a healthy economy,” I said. 

“Mebbe, sonny. But the point is that, just as you an’ me, a 
economy can be healthy one day, next day start runnin’ a slight 
fever an’ by the end of the week it’s pressin’ the buzzer at Death’s 
door. An’ then, all of a sudden, everybody has a severe case of the 
shorts, an’ all the borryers what was goin’ to get rich quick with 
their loans can’t scrape up a lead dime to répay, an’ all the credit 
buyers start turnin’ back their cars an’ furniture an’ false teeth. 

“I say people is prosperous when what’s in their wallets is theirs 
an’ not up for grabs between the bank, department store an’ the 
friendly finance company. An’ mentionin’ wallets...” The old 
boy extracted his, looked inside and said, “Of course, there’s excep- 
tions to every rule about borryin’. Do you suppose you'd have a 
spare fin on you till payday? You gotta keep om stuff circulatin’,

F YOU were listening to music in the peri- 
od just before World War II, you must 
remember the magnificent band "that Duke 
Ellington had at that time. Many believe that this 
was easily the Duke’s greatest band. 

In -addition to the warm, distinctive sound of 
the band itself (quite different from Ellington’s 
present band which is a good deal more of a razzle- 
dazzle outfit complete with screaming brass section) 
the 1940-42 Ellington orchestra featured such in- 
ventive soloists) as Ben Webster ‘on tenor sax, 
Lawrence Brown and Tricky Sam Nanton on trom- 
bone, Cootie Williams on trumpet (until he left to 
join Goodman late in 1940), Rex Stewart on cornet, 
Johnny Hodges on alto, Jimmy Blanton: on bass, 
and Ray Nance on trumpet, among others. Nance, 
one of the most underrated of all jazz musicians, 
moved in “When Cootie Left the Duke,” and has 
been a standout performer with the Ellington band 
ever since. " 

If you’d like a reminder of just how fine this 

band was, I heartily recommend a new record of 
reissues called “In a Mellotone”. (RCA Victor LPM- 
1364). The LP contains:16 Ellington records dating 
from 1940-42. Remember any of these?: 
Take the A Train, Portrait of Bert Williams, 
Main Stem, Just A-Settin’ and A-Rockin’, I Got It 
Bad, Perdido, Blue Serge, The Flaming Sword, In 
a Mellotone, Cotton Tail,.I Don’t Know What Kind 
of Blues I Got, Rumpus in Richmond, All Too Soon, 
Sepia Panorama, Rocks in My Bed, What Am I 
Here For? 

It is impossible to point out all of the highlights 


on this albunf, there are so many, and it would be, 


a matter of taste or nostalgia, anyway. But to 
mention a few: 

The big-toned warmth and classical simplicity 
of Webster’s tenor on the ballad All Too Soon, or 
his kicking, swinging solo on Cotton Tail; Cootie’s 

open horn. on Rumpus in Richmond; Jimmy 

anton, who died of T. B. in 1942 at the age of 
21, on Cotton Tail or ,Sepia Panorama; and most of 
‘all, the band’s unity of approach, purpose and sound 
on In a Mellotone, Portrait of Bert Williams, All 
Teo Soon, or almost any of the others. 
* This was a great band; ot just a collection of 
fine soloists. Ellington made the most of the talent 
he had in this band and thére was talent galore. 

Other Ellington records from this same period 
have been reissued before (RCA Victor LPs 3017 
and 1092) but this, tq my mind, is the finest collec- 
tion of Ellington ever issued on an LP. Although 
the sound on the original 78s is superior (if you 
are lucky enough to have them and if they are not 
worn out by now) this is a must album for jazz 
enthusiasts. Jacket notes are good.

symphony. It provides a tremendous challenge both’ 


to conductor and orchestra; its length alone makes 
it formidable as a commercial recording venture. 
Ten versions of the work on LP testify to its popu- 
larity, however, and now Vox (ht 10,000, $4.98) 
has added another. 


This release features Jascha Horenstein conduct- 
ing the Vienna Pro Musica Symphony with chorus 
and soloists, This time, Beethoven’s lengthy work 
has been pressed (compressed, really) on a single 
record. The result is, of course, the least expensive 
newly-recorded reading. Unfortunately, it is not a 
very good one. The performance is routine and the 
sound is not first-class. Nevertheless, the disc is a 
small-scale triumph of recording technique. Soloists 
Wilma Lipp (s), Elisabeth Hoengen (a), Julius Pat- 
zak (t) and Otto Wiener (bass) are adequate, but 
no more,

OF A DIFFERENT caliber is Columbia’s release 
of Schumann’s popular Carnaval and Fantasie in C 
Major (ML-5146, $3.98), played by Robert Casadesus. 
The French pianist’s feeling for this music is well- 
known and his performance—especially in the Fan- 
tasie—is superior. The Carnaval is actually just as 
good performance-wise, but there are other inter- 
pretations that I prefer. The sound, crystal-clear, is 
not over-brilliant.

ANOTHER RELEASE that is sonically impres- 
sive is Angel’s recording of famed French organist 
Edouard Commette playing Bach on the cathedral 
organ of St. Jean de Lyon (35368; $4.98 factory- 
sealed), The tones are massive but undistorted. 
All the range, the various timbres, and even the 
overtones .come through beautifully. The perform- 
ance is on the unemotional side, but impeccable.

ARTHUR WINOGRAD has put together a new 
edition for string orchestra of Mozart’s Fantasy and 
Fugue in F Minor, K.608. He conducts this, as 
well as the composer’s Adagio and Fugue in C 
Minor, K.546, on M-G-M E-3382 ($3.98). Occupying 
one side of the disc is an orchestrated version of 
Beethoven’s Grosse Fugue, Op. 133. To my mind, 
the orchestration of the Grand Fugue is well-nigh 
a disqualifier by itself. Add to this the fact that 
the sound is badly defined and you’ve had it. The 
Grand Fugue demands stiff, almost strident, tones 
from the strings. It is difficult to reproduce and 
here seems distorted by intermodulation. The Mo- 
zart Fantasy and Fugue, originally composed for a 
clockwork pipe organ, has little to offer in its string 
adaptation.

He 
could then claim the lasc two tricks 
with geod diamonds, making his 
slam contract. 

It’s quite true that Mr. Best in- 
terrupted the-process of drawing 
trumps, but it isn’t true that he 
had forgotten how many trumps 
were out. He was making provision 
for his fourth heart. 


If each opponent had_ three 
hearts, Mr. Best’s last heart would 
be good. But in that case there 
would be no danger in cashing the 
three top hearts while trumps were 
still out. If either opponent had 
four heerts, he would be able to 
top Mr. Best’s fourth heart; and in 
this case, the best chance was to 
leave a trump in dummy and ruff 
out the fourth heart.

Another reason for believing 
warts are contagious is because 
in studies of orphanages and semi- 
naries it was found a large per- 
centage of the children and adults 
had them. However, they were 
on different parts of the body and 
there was no obvious relationship 
between the time of exposure to 
the warts and their appearance. 
For some reason warts are much 
more common among girls than 
boys. 

All warts should be examined 
by a physician to be sure they are 
harmless warts and not something 
else. 

MISSING MOLARS CAN CAVES 
TROUBLE 

If any of your molar teeth are 
missing, have them replaced. 

It may seem there is no possible 
connection between missing molars 
and such symptoms as ear trouble, 
pain in the face, a burning tongue, 
and chronic headaches. However, 
there is. 

In some cases the same symp- 
toms occur when the molars are 
still present but have been ground 
down from yeMs of use so the 
teeth are smaller than they should 
be. It is then possible im appro- 
priate cases to apply removable 
splints .which make the teeth 
“taller” so they touch each other 
properly. These splints are small 
discs which are attached to the 
biting surface of the teeth.

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Large Film Size Tops 
Reflex Advantages 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


ROLAND S. KLEIN (USAF) asks for a comparison of 
35mm versus 214x244 photography. A good question these 
days when the proponents of the miniatutre size appear to be 


having things all their own way. 

As a matter of fact, in spite of 
the miniature’s current domination 
of the field and the deluge of 35mm 
cameras coming from Germany and 
Japan, the cause of the 2%x2% 
size is far from , 
lost. There con- 
tinues a_ per- 
sistent under- 
current of.inter- 
est in the larger 
negative, and 
the feeling 
among many ' 
that ifa2%x2% . 
had the same ; 
features as the - 
miniature they 
would prefer it 
to the latter. 
Primarily because of the advan- 
tages of the larger size negative. 

These advantages are based 
mainly on the bigger image offered 
by the twin-lens and single-lens re- 
flex cameras that take 12 2%x2%- 
inch pictures on a 120 or 620 roll. 
A strong attraction too is the rela- 
tively big ground glass screen on 
which one can view the subject ac- 
curately to the corners and all four 
edges, and compose carefully, 
focusing exactly with the aid of the 
auxiliary magnifier. 

Because the negative is square, 
the camera does not have to be 
turned around for vertical shots, 
and the square itself is ofen a 
most desirable shape for many pic- 
tures. The single-lens 2%x2% of- 
fers the same facility for inter- 
changeable lenses as the miniature, 
though the twin-lens reflex camera, 
whose lenses are fixed, does not. 
However, as has been frequently 
pointed out, because of the size of 
the image, it may be safely crop- 
ped during enlargement to give the 
equivalent of several different fo 





TRUE, RELATIVE to the minia- 
ture, the 2%x2% is rather bulky. 
It cannot be slipped inte the pocket 
as can the miniature but the tech- 





nical results in the hands of the 
average photographer are gener- 
ally better. Slight carelessness does 
not show up as badly when using 
the larger cameras. In many cases 
‘the contact print from these nega- 
tives is adequate for album or gen- 
eral use. 


Also, in discussions of 35mm 


-|versus 2%x2% one tends to over- 


look the fact that, although pro- 
fessionals appear to favor the mini- 
ature in most of their work these 
days, a large proportion of the pic- 
tures reproduced in the photog- 
raphy annuals are made with the 
Rolleifiex and similar type cam- 
eras, usually equal, in fact, to the 
total of miniature camera shots. - 


The 2%x2% ground glass is a 
comfortable viewing screen. One 
does not need to squint te see the 
picture and the leisurely worker 
can focus and study the subject 
with deliberation if need be or 
work quickly when he has to. 

If the exposure capacity is only 
a dozen pictures compared with up 
to 36 in the miniature,-the tend- 
ency is to select material more 
carefully, whereas in the case of 
the miniature, the temptation is to 
shoot more than is necessary be- 
cause of the large loading. More 
over, amateurs often find the larg- 
er loading too mutch for their 
needs, meaning a longer wait to 
finish the roll so they can see the 
results.

SO MUCH for the 2%x2%. The 
advantages of the miniature, how- 
ever, are obvious and attractive. It 
is small, compact, handsome and 
getting more so every year. It is 
the preferred camera of those who 
take only color slides, swell for 
eandid shooting (though the 2%x 
2% can be used for this purpose 
supremely well toe), and handier. 

A greater variety of film both in 
color and black-and-white is avail- 
able for the miniature than for 
the larger camera. It has- many in- 
teresting and useful devices and

With im- 
provements in film and processing 
now rgpidly pouring from the 
manufacturers’ laboratories, results 
are getting better all the time even 
in the hands of novices. 

The operations ef film. winding 
and shutter cocking the minia- 
ture are quicker, mere conveni- 
ent, and viewing and focusing 
(especially in the single-lens re- 
flex miniatures, which are grow- 
ing tremendously in popularity) 
are becoming almost equal in 
facility to the 2%4x2% reflex 
screen, 

Interchangeability of lenses con- 
tinues to be one of the principal 
lures of the miniature, where this 
facility is desirable. However, 
many amateurs are content with 
the normal lens en the camera, 
which is adequate for almost all 
their needs. 

Both miniature and 2%x2% have 
their advantages, and personal 
preference, in which relative port- 
ability will play an important role, 
will often decide the issue. If you 
ean afford two cameras, you may 
like the idea used by a great many 





amateurs: To use the larger cam- 

era for black-and-white pictures, 

the miniature for color aid candids 

in poor light or for volu shoot- 

ing of a rapidly chapging situation.

THE INSTALLATION was orig- 
inally established as “Camp Wich- 
ita” a Cavalry outpost on the edge 
of Medicine Bluff Creek, in June, 


"11868, by Gen. Philip Sheridan. 


. Gen. Sheridan moved his 10th 
Cavalry to the new location in Jan- 
uary, 1869, and during the next 
year the troops buiit 38 barracks 
and other structures, Many of those 
buildings are still in use. 

Gen. Sheridan asked the War De- 
partment to designate the new site 
as a fort, to be named for Brig. 
Gen. Joshua W. ‘Sill, General Sheri- 
dan’s West Point classmate who 
was killed leading a charge of one 
of Sheridan’s brigades in the Bat- 
tle of Stone River, Tenn.,.in 1862.

PRESIDENT GRANT signed a 
proclamation in 1871 which official- 
ly made the post a fort. Fort Sill 
was situated in the heart of Kiowa~ 
Comanche Indian Territory, a,small 
outpost 329 miles from the near- 
est railroad and with no telegraph 
communications until 1872. 

Geronimo, the Apache chief- 

tain, was captured and brought 
to Fort Sill as a prisoner of war. 
The famous Indian warrior was 
held until his death in 1909, but 
during his declining years Ger- 
onimo spent most of his time 
farming near the fort and mak- 
ing bows and arrows for souvenir 
hunters. 

By 1885 most of. the Indians ac- 
cepted the coming of the white | 
man and the war-like frontier dis-|

Same procedure to the Field Ar- 
tillery, In 1910 the final decision 
onthe establishment of the “School 
of Fire for Field Artillery” at Fort 
Sill was made. 

The late Capt. Dan T. Moore 
came to Fort Sill and set up the 
school ‘with 14 officers and 22 non- 
commissioned officers as the first 
students. The first class graduated 
in September, 1911. 

Fire methods continued to im- 
prove, but five years later the pro- 
gram was interrupted by trouble 
along the Mexican border. War I 
found the school ready for-a vast 
expansion program. Part of Fort 
Sill. became .a- training area (in 
1917-1918, while the 35th and 36th 
National Guard Divisions were mo- 
bilized at Camp Doniphan. In 1917 
Post .Field was established at the, 
south edge of the post for the 
Army’s growing air wing. 

* * * 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT 
changed the school’s designation in 
1920 and it was known as the 
“Field Artillery School” during the 
next quarter of a century. When 
War II broke out in Europe, the 
Field Artillery Scheal’s geared-up 
facilities ‘began turning out thou-| 
stands of Artillerymen. 

At the end of War II the 
school’s number of graduated 
students exceeded 110,000 offi- 
cers and men. In 1946 the War 
Department changed the post’s 
designation to “The Artillery 
Center” and the Field Artillery 
School was renamed “The Artil- 
lery School.”

HEIDELBERG, Germany.—The Army’s line of com- 


munications across France will be a reality by mid-1957, 
Army Times learned here last week. 





The sprawling Communications 
Zone support command slithering 
across France from the 
Atlantic seacoast to huge supply 
depots behind the Rhine River in 
Germany will be fulfilling the mis- 
sion for which it was planned in 
the international crisis born of the 
Korean war. | 

Virtually all military supplies 
destined for combat-ready forces 
sitting along the defense lines in 
West Germany will -be moved 
>» ipeilaiacaae by the mid-year 

te, 

Ports to be used for unloading 
the supplies will be Bordeaux, La 
Pallice and St. Nazaire. 

Added opérations at the 
French ports will virtually elimi- 
nate the north German port of 
Bremerhaven as a landing point 
for military supplies. 

Bremerhaven will continue as a 
loading and unloading point for 
dependents, household goods and 
other items related to supplying 
dependenis. 

- * > 

THE NETHERLANDS ports of 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam will 
continue to.be used for certain sup- 
plies moved to the Army’s Europe 
command by commercial shippers. 
Officials at Heidelberg said that 
the Dutch ports are being used by 
the commercial shippers to cut 
costs and to avoid the unfavorable 
weather --conditions for docking 
present in Bremerhaven at many 
times of the year. 

Other items that may not move 
into the ComZ supply pipeline for 
some time include gasoline and 
coal. Officials said that the gas 
would continue to arrive through 
Bremerhaven until the pipeline 
across France is completed later 
in the year. 

Coal will continue to be 
shipped through Bremerhaven 
because expensive facilities for 
handling it have been installed 
there and it is more economical 
to continue the operation at the 
present port. 

By mid-year, however, the Brem- 
erhaven port will be little more 
than a personnel and dependent- 
goods shipping center insofar as 
shipping is concerned, officials 
said. 

They explained tho’. the present 
Bremerhaven Arm} command will 
revert to a housekeeping type unit 
similar to the area command set- 
ups in the remainder of Germany. 
The port also will continue as a 
major link in the communications 
networks maintained by the Army, 
Navy and Air Force.

800 American Soldiers 
Teach German Cadres 


HEIDELBERG, Germeny—More 
than 16,000 members of the Bun- 
deswehr, the new German army, 
have zbout 800 officers and en- 
listed men of the United States 
Army, Europe, to thank for much 
of their military proficiency. 

And on their first anniversary as 
instructors to the former enemy, 
half the U.S. soldiers assigned to 
this temporary duty have asked for 
extensions with the German Train- 
ing Assistence Group (GTAG). 

The Army instructors were care- 
fully selected from all installations 
in Germany because of their ex- 
pertness in their weapons or tech- 
nical fields. Many are veterans of 
War II, Korea, or both. 

Several training cycles of the 
new Bundeswehr cadres have thus 
far passed through the 12 treining 
centers. They are forming the nu- 
cleus for the cadres which are 
gradually taking over the training 
duties from the American -GTAG 
detachments.

POWs Conviction 
Affirmed by Top 
Military Tribunal 


WASHINGTON.—The Court of 
Military Appeals has affirmed the 
conviction of MSgt. William H. 
Olson on charges of aiding the 
enemy while a prisoner of war in 
Korea. 

According to the court, the evi- 
dence showed he had been a propa- 
ganda instrument for the Com- 
munists in editing a camp news- 
paper and making anti-American 
speeches to other prisoners. 

He claimed he acted under 
threats and compulsion, but the 
judges declared he failed to show 
thet these threats were such as to 
put him in fear of imminent death. 
Only such a threat could have ex- 
cused him, they. said. 

They-also held that he failed to 
make good on his claim of insanity. 

He was sentenced to dishonor- 
able discharge and two years in 
prison. He had been in the Army 
20 years,

Lenguage differences have 
proved to be much less of a hurdle 
than was anticipated. A few GTAG 
members are fluent in German; the 
rest have picked up the workable 
rudiments through study or absorp- 
tion; about a fifth of the German 
soldiers understand English, some 
with exceptional fluency. 

American training assistance for 
the new Germen army. will be dis- 
tributed over an estimated three 
years. The first year, almost 
completed now, is the phase of the 
American instructional teams pro- 
vided by GTAG. Thereafter it is 
expected that the training require- 
ment will be handled by small ad- 
visory groups which may be zs- 
sisted by special training personnel 
from the U.S. Army, Europe.

15-Month Job Switch Drive 
Hits 1100 NCOs in Europe. 


HEIDELBERG, Germany. — En- 
listed personnel officials at the 
Army’s top European headquar- 
ters have reported that almost 
1100 top three graders have been 
hit by job switch actions. 

The 15-month drive to balance 
overstrengths and shortages in 
career. fields throughout the com- 
mand: met with little success on 
the voluntary side and officials 
here said that most of the re- 
classifications were a case of “we 
pushed them.” 

Officials had reported as recent- 
ly as late November that top 
three graders in overstrength ad- 
ministrative jobs throughout the 
command could volunteer for 
classification change and possible 
transfer to critically short jobs in 
combat fields. 

When the voluntary side of 
the program failed, records of 
men were checked throughout 
the command and the resultant 
push into new career fields came 
for men qualified fer assign- 
ment to combat fields. 

Actions taken to balance the job 
field indicate that about 760 top 
three graders have been reclassi- 
field but have not been moved to 
new jobs. This méans that the pri- 
mary job specialty of these men 
has been changed and they can 
expect their next assignment to 
take them-into a combat field for 
which they. are qualified. 

Some of the reclassified men 
will receive additional schooling in 
their. new fields before going di- 
rectly to combat unit assignments. 

Almost 100 of the 1100 total 
men hit by the job switch actions 


but have been reported as eligible 
for reassignment to combat type 
jobs. These men will be trans- 
ferred from present overstrength 
administrative jobs to spots in un- 
derstrength field units. 


ALMOST 250 ¢of the mén in- 
volved did not get any change in 
their job classifications but were 
merely reported for transfer to 
combat unit jobs. They-were work- 
ing in overstrength jobs with their 
combat unit job specialty number 
still in effect and will be trans- 
ferred to. their primary job in un- 
derstrength units. 

Although officials said they ex- 
pected some complaints’ on the 
forced change of job specialties, 
they explained that most of the 
men transferred now have better 
chance for promotion. 

All of the overstrength positions 
converted were included in an 
Army-wide unbalance, and thus 
men in the jobs could not be pro- 
moted in Europe’ or anyplace else 
under the existing situation. Vir- 
tually all of the understrength 
jobs into which men have been 
switched, however, are open for 
promotions and men who have been 
waiting for promotions to E-6 and 
E-7 now stand a better chance. of 
moying ‘upwards.
